This was Hie euphe­ 
mistic expression employed by Pre­ 
mier Asquith in annotine ing to the 
house that his war secretary had paid 
the penalty of his indiscretion In ad­ 
ding to a cabinet document the two 
paragraphs which have aroused such 
feeling as to threaten the existence of 
the entire cabinet.
